Domestic Manufactures 

It should bo tho curnost nitn, as it is 
the undoubted interest, of British 
Columbia to encourage and promote, 
within proper bounds and having duo 
regard to othor interests, domestic 
manufactures. Sydney Smith, we think 
it was, said "He who makes two blades 
of gnisa to grow where only one grow 
before is a benefactor of his race." 
Tho principle is scarcely less appli- 
cable to manufacturers, onij in a less 
general sense. Every pound of sugar, 
every pair of shoes made in the coun- 
try adds so much to tho country 'h 
wealth. It does so in a doublo sense; 
first, by retaining in the country the 
price of the commodity which would 
otherwise go abroad, leaving the coun- 
try so much the poorer; and, secondly, 
by employing labor and thus creating 
a demand for tho fruits of general in- 
dustry. Realizing the vital importance 
of manufactures in this young country , 
it has afforded the writer real satis- 
faction to observe a growing tendency 
to embark in such industries, which 
he regards as a most hopeful omen in 
the early history of British Columbia. 
A few days ago we had tho pleasure to 
allude to a beet sugar manufacturing 
enterprise; and we are glad to learn 
that tho promoters of the movement 
have met with fair encouragement. 
This morning we print the prospectus 
of another and, in somo respects, more 
important manufacturing enterprise. 
We refer to tho "Belmont Tanning 
and Boot and Shoe Manufacturing 
Company." A perusal of the pros- 
pectus will give the reader a tolerably 
full idea of the nature and pros- 
pects of the enterprise, while a glance 
at the board of directors will satisfy 
nnyone as to its 'bona fides.' It will 
be observed that very valuable real 
estate property (property liable to be 
enormously increased in value in a 
few months), and a complete plant 
and appliances for carrying on tho 
business, are handed over to the Com- 
piny. What seems to be of Mill great- 
er importance in establishing a Com- 
pany of this character, the services of 
a gentleman in every respect thorough- 
ly fitted for the position have been se- 
cured on very favorable terms, as 
manager of. the concern.

Scenes attlieSeal Fisheries. 

The following account of atrocities com- 
mitted in seal iishing is given by Captain 
Gray, commander ot'-the steamer Eclipse: 
"The harpooner chooses a place where 
the young are lying, knowing that the 
mothers will soon come to see iftheyom g 
are safo, and are then shot without meroj. 
This sort of work goes on for dnys. until 
tens of thousands of young seals are loft 
motherless to dio of " starvation, (-10, ODD 
old ones were killed last year in March). 
It is horrible to see the young ones trying 
to suck tho carcases of their mothers, 
their eyes starting out of their sockets. 
They crawl over them, no doubt wonder- 
ing why they do not feed them. The 
noiso they 'make is dreadful. ]f one 
could imagine oneself surrounded by four 
or live thousand human babies, all crying 
together, he would have some idea of it, 
for the tiny seals cries'are very much like 
those of a child. These motherless seals 
lie at histin groups of four or five, dying 
u ion the ice, their heads becoming the 
lagest part of tho body as they starve 
slowly to death. Few will hesitate to 
agree with Mr. Frank Bue.kland, who has 
brought this atrocious system to public 
notice, that it is imperative, both from 
motives of humanity and to prevent tho 
extermination of the seals, to make an in- 
ternational treaty securing a close time 
for the seals while they are rearing their 
young— say to tho 6th of April— where- 
by liarpoouers of tho thirty-six vessels 
now engaged in the trade from Scotland, 
Norway and Germany, slum 1<1 be pro- 
hibited from killing the animals at an 
earlier period of tho year."

From tlie Sandwich Islands. 

Through the kindness of Capt. Rollins, 
of the American bark Delaware, wo are 
in receipt of files of Honolulu papers to 
the 19th of February. 

On the 12th ult. His Majesty, attended 
by His Chamberlain and Stall', His Honor 
the Chancellor of the Kingdom, the Min- 
isters of State and the Governor of Oalin 
and Staff, paid a visit to H. M. S. Scout. 
His Majesty and Suite, embarked in tho 
ship's barges, — His Majesty being escort- 
ed by Theo. H. Davies, Esq,, 11. 15, M.'s 
Commissioner and Consul General, — at 
twenty minutes past ten o'clock. On the 
embarkation, the yards of the Scout, tho 
U.S.S. California, and tho U.S.S.Benicia 
wore manned, and upon the arrival of His 
Majesty on board the Scout royal salutes 
were fired by all three ships. His Majes- 
ty was received on board by Captain 
Gator anil tho Officers of tho Scout, and 
Captain Mainwaring and tho Officers of 
tho Gameleon. His Majesty and Suito 
woro entertained at breakfast by Captain 
Gator and Officers, on board the Scout, 
and gun and boat practice were had dur- 
ing their stay on board. At v quarter to 
one o'clock, tho King and Suite returned 
on shore, the yards of the ships above- 
named being manned, and salutes fired 
upon his departure from the Scout. 

H.M S.Caineleou arrived on tho 31st 
January, incoming into port (having 
refused a pilot) she touehod twice, once on 
e.eh side of tho reef. On tho 19th Febru- 
ary the Gameleon sailed for the South 
Sea Islands, touching at Pitcairn's Island. 

Matthew Raplee, a resident since 1853, 
died on tho 15th ult. 

Manna Loa Volcano is again active. 

The American bark li. Aymer, from 
Burrard Fnlet, en route for Snanghae, ar- 
rived at Honolulu on the morning of the 
15th ult., in 35 days, and sailed again the 
same afternoon. 

Well Behaved. — The crows of IT. M.

" British Columbia has a few things to 
learn still, before she will fully under- 
stand tho principles of Responsible Gov- 
ernment. We perceive that at the forma- 
tion of the now Ministry by Hon. Mr. 
DeCosmos, it was not considered neces- 
sary for either of two Ministers who 
" turned over" from tho defeated Ministry 
to appeal to their constituencies to en- 
dorse or condemn their action, and we 
find on examination that tho 32nd section 
of tho Constitution Act provides that if a 
' member of the Executive Council, who 
is also a member of tho Legislative As- 
sembly, resigns his office, and within ono 
month after his resignation accepts any 
other office, but still remains a member of 
tho Executive Council, he shall not there- 
by vacato his scat in the Assembly.' A 
motion to alter this clause of the consti- 
tution was introduced into the Local As- 
sembly, but was rejected, but threo mem- 
bers sustaining tho proposition. There 
seems nevertheless to be a general dis- 
position to make a change in this portion 
of tho Act, ami tho opposition was evi- 
dently ovokod from the fact that, the 
motion was introduced in order to con- 
demn, if possible, those gentlemen who 
had recently been affected by the law." 

No ono in the least familiar with Re- 
sponsible Government can help seeing 
that tho DeCosmos Administration wan- 
tonly and flagitiously trampled upon tho 
eonsti.m u I. Not content with that, they 
out and carved it so that they might in 
tho future the more easily play their 
selfish little game. Our Ottawa contem- 
porary is in error in supposing that the 
object of the motion was to condemn the 
Ministry.

Fiji 

Wo have dates from Fiji to tho 1st of 
January. At the close of the year planters 
and producers congratulated themselves 
upon a prosperous season, the exports 
having exceeded that of former years.

A serious labor strike has occurred on 
some of the railroads being constructed 
in New Zealand. It appears that Messrs. 
Brogdon, who aro contractors for tho con- 
struction of tho roads, engaged a number 
of laborers in England, paying their pas- 
sagos and furnishing them with subsis- 
tence on their arrival in the Colony, con- 
tracting with them to labor on tho roads, 
paying them at tho rate of 5s. per day of 
ten hours labor. These contracts won; 
made in England, and of course aro not 
binding. No sooner had tho laborers com- 
menced work than they struck for higher 
wages, insisting upon working eight 
hours a day. This will ontail a heavy

Judge Ljrncii in Egypt. 

TWO englishmen' hanged. 

The Alexandria, Egypt, correspondent 
of a London paper says, "A few days ago 
the visitors at the Cafe dc l'Europe were 
startled by the' reports of some shots, by 
piercing yells, and the general rush to- 
wards tho adjoining tavern known as the 
"Sailor's Home." Dr. Panelli, a physician 
of sumo prominence, rushed into the 
tavern and found Alphonso Burrey, a 
young monk, insensible on the floor, and 
his clothes covered with blood. He had 
an ugly wound in his breast and another 
in his abdomen. Ho died immediately. 
Father Burry had been a great favorite, 
for he had on several occasions rendered 
signal service by controlling riotous out- 
breaks. The report was current that 
Uurrey had been foully murdered by two 
foreigners, and consequently the excite- 
ment grew wild. The cry of "Lynch 
them! " lynch them!" was heard and 
was immediately auswerod by thousands. 
Tho entire crowd rushed toward the near 
by 'bureua do police,' where the prisoners 
had been taken to, surrounded the build- 
ing, and then demanded tho delivery of 
them. Captain Dua in charge of the 
station, refused. A rush was made toward 
tin- main entrance and the doors burst 
open. Captain Dua and all his assistants, 
were secured, and the two prisoners drag- 
ged like dogs through the street. A deaf- 
ening yell greeted their appearance, and 
without permitting them to make a state- 
ment thev were hung to the lamp-post im- 
mediately in front of the station A strong 
dotatchment of soldiers arrived on the 
spot , but as tiie crowd quietly dispersed 
no arrests were made. 

"On tin' following .lay Charles Deflame, 
steward, and Oscar Laura, assistant ongi 
noer of the British steamer Williams were 
missing, and as news of the lynching had 
reached the officers of tie' steamer, they 
at oiiee proceeded to the police station, 
where they found the bodies of Dellamo 
and Laura. The Captain testified that 
both men bore excellent characters, and 
had been such intimate friends that they 
had sworn never to paid. Deflame was 
an extreme fanatic concerning the Protes- 
tant religion, He had once before, in 
Southampton, narrowly escaped dentil 
while insulting some strict adherents id 
tho Church of Rome, and a similar diffi- 
culty led to his friend's untimely death. 
Tho two men had some two years ago ob- 
tained their respective positions on the 
Williams and arrived at Alexandria only 
two days prior to the fatal day. 

Subsequently they went ashore, and in 
the afternoon entered the Sailor's Home. 
Alphonso burrey, a young monk, entered. 
Quito a number of thorn were in the dining 
and a Ijoining bar-room, and many rushed 
toward him to receive his blessing. 
Father Burrey had just returned from a 
funeral, and was about to visit tho lady of 
the house, who was dangerously ill, J)q- 
flauio was cloiidy observing tho crowd 
around tho monk, 'and suddenly turning 
toward Laura, said, • 1'hoEO cO if. aided 
fools," when a tierce-looking Egyptian, 
who unfortunately understood English, 
translated tho remark to tho bystanders. 
The common Egyptian never forgives an 
insult to his religion. Kniyja wore drawn 
and a rush made toward tho strangers, 
Laura and Daflame were well 

aware ol the 

danger, and retroating to the end of the 
room, draw their pistols and fired, At 
this vary moment tho young monk had 
forced his way through 'the party, and in 
trying to prevent bloodshed received tho 
fatal shot himself. The authorities havo 
ordered a rigid investigation, but accord- 
ing to the way justioj is handled in Egypt 
tho result thereof way bo easily told." 



OUR NEW ENGINEER. 

A FIREMAN'S STORY. 

I've boon tendiu' furnace nigh upon 
twenty seven years. I tired on tho littlo 
steamer Pearl every trip first to hist, threo 
years to a day; and how I'm so exact as to 
the time, is owing to its being ono of my 
birth days when I took her furnace in 
charge, and another of rjy birth days 
was blown up on her a few miles above 
Sacramento. I can't tell much about tho 
fault of that smash-up, although I have 
my suspicious; but since Air. B., our 
engineer, was picked up in small pieces 
on that occasion, 1 never will mention 'em 
out of respect to his memory. 

Ac the time of that burst-up, I am 
ashamed to tell that I behaved very awk- 
ward, it being- the first, but I got sort o' 
used to 'cm afterward. When a man gets 
blowed about a hundred yards or so, as 
1 was then, and finds himself landed 
about the lites on the river bank, with 
boxes and barrels of provisions scattered 
around him enough to feed him for his 
natural life, it ain't to his credit to sit 
staring half an hour, wondering what's 
happened, more particular he being tho 
fireman of tic boat, and the engineer 
killed, together with hogs, sheep, cattle, 
besides a matter of twenty or thirty pas- 
sengers, big and little. It was cowardly 
in mo thai time, but 1 take 'em differently 
now. You see twenty-seven years' steady 
tendiu' on a furnace learns a man some- 
thing. His ear gets eddicated, and he 
can hear it coming — 1 mean tin; bust-up. 
When she carries her Idler on deck, 1 
always try to get the clear sky above me 
ut the first strungo noise in tho flue. Its 
a bad chance for me, though, when the 
Idler is below, and tho engineer careless 
and desperate, as was the cane when 1 fired 
<m the ('.about fifteen years ago. 1 am 
going to tell w hat I know about tho affair, 
come what may. 

You see, just w hile 1 was kindling up 
for our trip down to San Francisco, I 
heard that Mr. Davis, the engineer, had 
left the boat sudden, in a hull', on account 
of the Captain's saying he didn't carry 
steam enough to cook an egg. Now, I 
know Mi-. Davis wasn't any coward -only 
very particular and careful ; and I heard 
him say more than once he never had a 
bust-up, and never would, and also that 
before he'd carry steam above his judg- 
ment auy where, he'd give up his billot. 
Mr. Davis leaving, therefore, set me feel- 
ing very down at heart. I' looked to me 
ho gave up his billet too ready, being a 
poor man and having a family to feed. I 
set it down he didn't have much faith in 
our biler, it being a high pressure, and 
about ten years old. 

What made it more particularly trying 
on me was my w ife and children coming 
aboard to go down to San Francisco. Katy 
and the youngsters never looked brighter 
and more loving-like than then, and 1 
hop" it's not saying more than 1 ought, 
that the mother and them smiling, rosy 
children might be took for the captain's, 
and not as belonging to the smutty fire- 
man in the hold. I can't help the water 
coming into my eyes when J think how 
beautiful them precious ones looked 
playing around on tho freight deck, and 
peepiug down at mo through the hatch- 
way. 

Well, just before we' were ready to 
start, the captain brought down a new 
engineer, Mr. Trippet, to his quarters, 
which was near the furnace, and 1 heard 
him say that Mr. Davis was the biggest 
old woman he ever saw in regard to carry- 
ing steam, and that the opposition with 
their old tubs was always beating our time. 
Then the captain and Mr. Trippet began 
talking very quietly and secret - like, which 
set me listening dose to hear w bat was in 
the wind. As the discovery of what was 
going mi came to my ears 1 weakened*^ 
a baby. I ain't wiiat may be Clll .£ 
cowardly man, having been in many 
places in my life, and coming out w

I got tho knowledge of all this 
about liv. minutes befor e tho lines were 
cast oil', and was hopil) 
Katy in time to send hoi and the babies 
ashore, bill just a- I turned to go up the 
ladder Trippet caught me by the collar, 

giving in" a savage look, and' saying it is a 

bad time to leave tha furnace. Being used 
to oboying order- . I turned back to my 
work, and before I Im I time to take a se- 



ly obeying orders, having a big faith in 
the valve. 

The boat was now Hying along fearful 
and i could hear a great excitement ou 
deck, of passengers running back and 
forth, shouting on account of our just 
passing of the 0. which I could see wasn't 
in for an easy beat, as she was having a 
regular young Vesuvius escaping out of 
her funnel, and wa3 malting a desperate 
push to leave us astern.

Now, when 1 saw this thing a-doing, 
my feeling burst out fighting high. M y 
shovel went out of my hand and landed at 
the far side id' tho coal-bunker, and I ran 
to the furnace doors and opened 'em all 
wido to check the steam. 

"This 'ere thing has gone about far 
enough," says I. You might be vvillin' 
to take a desperato risk of h -] for shinin' 
dollars, and squeeze the old tea-kettle to 
a bursting point; but you haven't a 
wife and babies aboard like 1 have, and in 
conscquonce no more steam while Fvogot 
wind and muscle to hinder,' savs 1. 

Trippet's temper was a showing in his 
face while he was tying down the valve 
with his cravat, which he had taken in a 
qig hurry from his neck, and before my 
words had got fairly out of my mouth, he 
Sprang at me like a tiger. 

I met him without a (linch. He was 
tremendously powerful and heavier than 
me by fifteen or twenty pounds, and com- 
ing Upon me so sudden, 1 went down 
among the coals, Trippet atop, with both 
his big paws around my throat. Ho held 
his grip until 1 was as limp as a rat, and 
one minute more would have finished mo.
